Soon after this number of the Bulletin is issued we hope to 
publish our first Bibliographical pamphlet, containing parti- 
culars of books and articles on English language and literature 
published during 1920. Every member will receive a notice of 
publication, but a word may here be said as to its format and 
price. It has been felt by many that the pamphlet should be 
issued as cheaply as possible, and it will therefore not only be 
issued to members at cost price, but additional copies will be 
obtainable by members at a cheaper rate still if ordered with 
the original copy. Some will wish a second copy for purposes 
of card-indexing and filing; others will require a number of 
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copies for their pupils; Branch Secretaries will see in the publi- 
cation of the bibliography and its successors an opportunity for 
making the Association better known in their district. All these 
and others will prefer that the bibliography should appear early 
and in pamphlet form and not in a binding which in the present 
conditions of printing makes a prohibitive price inevitable.

The Bibliography of English for 1921 will be issued early 
next year and we shall welcome new collaborators as well as 
the services of those who have helped us during 1920. To avoid 
overlapping, all offers of assistance should be sent in the first 
place to the Secretary. In the current bibliography eighteen 
countries are represented. We still need collectors for Denmark, 
Italy and Norway, and we particularly need the services of 
active helpers in England. , ,

It was decided, at a Committee mecting held on December 18, 
1920, to increase to five guineas the fee by which individual 
members may obtain life membership in the Association. The 
original fee of three guineas, which was fixed at the foundation 
of the Association in view of its extreme youth, was of course 
out of proportion to the ordinary membership subscription of 
seven shillings and sixpence, and we think it will be agreed that 
the revised amount represents more truly the value of life 
membership. * 

At the same time a perpetual membership fee of ten guineas 
was fixed by the payment of which members other than indi- 
viduals could obtain the privileges of life membership during 
the entire period of their (and our) existence. We hope that 
many of the institutions and associations which are joining the 
Association in considerable numbers will take advantage of 
this arrangement. es

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THE FORMATION OF BRANCHES 


As the membership of the Association continues to grow, an 
increasing number of centres reach the minimum of twenty 
members required by our constitution for the formation of a 
Branch, and I have been asked therefore to write something on 
branch activities for the guidance of correspondents who wish 
to become Branch Sccretaries. 

Perhaps I am writing rather for those who are hesitating to 
form a branch in their locality. They fear a multiplication of 
meetings, an accumulation of petty duties, much addressing of 
envelopes—and possibly in the end a decline in membership 
and a collapse of the branch. They say also (and nghtly) that 
the Association’s activities are not primarily concerned with 
meetings, and add (quite wrongly) that local branches are only 
cumbersome and useless to the main body. 

Now it is quite true that the work which we have set ourselves 
is primarily of the kind which cannot be accomplished by 
holding meetings. The true dispersal of our members is not into 
geographical sections meeting periodically in London, New York, 
Paris, Rome and a multitude of other centres, but into sections 
which can but seldom, if ever, meet at all, except in spint. 
Our work will be accomplished through groups of members 
interested in similar subjects, whether the unity of the group 
is expressed in the collecting of bibliographical material, the 
making of books on their special subjects, the arrangement of 
meetings at which papers of a specialised kind will be read and 
afterwards published, the support of a section of the compre- 
hensive review which we hope one day to establish, or (in a 
more general way) in the achieving of a contact which will 
make a real thing that “ worldwide fraternity between workers 
and scholars’’ which !s our continual and ultimate aim. 

But the local group or ‘Branch’ is nevertheless an essential 
part of our organisation. For it will help both to create and to 
maintain the non-geographical, worldspread subject groups. And 
I am writing (though necessarily with an experience limited 
almost entirely to Britain) to urge upon our Correspondents and 
upon private members in all parts of the world: 


1. To do all in their power to raise a strong membership 
in their centres. 


2. lo found Branches with all possible speed. 


The Research Association can never hope to attain to complete 
efficiency till it has strong and flourishing branches in the 
principal centres of the world.

To take the lowest point of view first, the creation of branches 
will indisputably help to raise the membership of the whole 
Association. It is impossible for any Secretary—even were all 
his time, and not merely a fraction of it, at the disposal of the 
Association—to penetrate to every corner of the world and to 
reach all who should be brought into the fraternity of member- 
ship. Every University sends out into the world each summer 
a number of graduates of whom a certain proportion are anxious 
to continue their studies in Modern Languages and to be brought 
into touch with others of the same mind. If the Research 
Association has had a branch in their University during their 
time of residence, if they know of its activities, if they have 
been to its meetings, if through it they have made, or their 
friends have made, the acquaintance of those who can help 
them, not only will they become members of the Association 
when they take their degrees, but they will be enabled to pursue 
the research work to hopes of which too many say good-bye 
when they leave their University. Such students can only be 
reached as a class through the Branch, and it is precisely these 
whom we most wish to secure. We are laying the foundations 
of to-morrow as well as seeking to promote research to-day. 

There are others who can be reached by the Branch alone. 
Some people will never join an Association unless they can see it, 
and these need the interest of the Branch to bring them into touch 
with the Association’s wider and more fundamental activities. 
Others are living apart from the University (which we assume 
in this article to be the focus of Branch interest) and the central 
organisation knows nothing of them and can learn nothing 
except through someone on the spot. A third class of person 
will join an Association which is to some extent identified with 
the University, but is not likely otherwise to be reached unless 
by some fortunate chance he finds it will help him in some 
particular way. 

If we are to do battle for Modern Language Research we need 
the active support of all true researchers whether in sympathy 
orin act. They are none too numerous. One man cannot reach 
them. Many branches can.

I will not labour a second point, which is nevertheless im- 
portant, if subsidiary to the third. The establishment of 
branches, besides increasing our numbers, will also increase our 
efficiency. 

Admission forms are important. Supplementary forms are 
almost equally so. Some member writes to the Secretary for 
information which the Secretary believes another member can 
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give. If he has his Admission Form he knows. If not two letters 
must be exchanged, another written to the enquirer, and any- 
thing from a weck to six months lost, according to the locality 
in which the correspondents live. 

Subscriptions are important. At present we are crippled in 
half-a-dozen tasks which we could undertake had we but a 
larger balance at the bank. Many subscriptions arrive late: 
others are delayed till defaulters become non-members, and this 
mainly through inadvertence. To collect subscriptions from five 
continents is the hardest task imaginable. 

Helpers are most important of all. No one who has organised 
an Association, or anything else, will dispute that for a moment. 
I would rather have six trusty helpers of the kind I most want 
than a cheque for sixty pounds or sixty new members. Up to 
the present the Association has been more than fortunate in 
this respect. But as our resources grow and our activities widen 
the need for helpers increases alarmingly. 

Branch meetings bring in all these. Members meet over tea 
and remember that they have not answered a letter from Head- 
quarters or returned a form. The Branch treasurer renders an 
inestimable service to the Association by reminding them of 
their subscriptions. There is then a short business meeting. 
When local business has been transacted, our general activities 
are discussed. New members become interested. Collectors are 
found for our Bibhography, subscribers for our journal, and 
organisers for our subject groups. 

There is one further point here. Ever since the foundation of 
the M.H.R.A. the greatest care has been taken to avoid over- 
centralisation. Clearly the members of the Central Committee 
must be drawn from one place. But we have from the beginning 
asked branches, federated bodies, and societies of kindred aims 
to nominate representatives who may confer with us in London. 
New York is far away from Londort. But since the first meeting 
of the Committee three years ago theAmerican Modern Language 
Association has been represented, first unofficially and later 
officially, by a member who has kept us in living touch with 
American thought. We want branches to be established that 
they too may find representatives who will so help us; to discuss 
our plans and send us frankly their views; and to send us 
suggestions for future work, which will always be sure of a 
welcome.

But these reasons alone would not assure the life of a branch, 
though they are sufficient to justify its formation. The branch 
meeting, even if not frequent, may be made of the greatest 
service to its members, and will more than recompense the 
Secretary for the work of organisation. Most of these points, 
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which I submit for the consideration of members, have been 
made to me by one or other of our branches already existent. 

1. In most of our English Universities, term is full of meetings, 
and often full to overflowing. Some of our branches, then, manage 
to combine once a term with the Modern Language Association, 
or some other society, of the University. The meeting in question 
is definitely set apart for a subject connected with research; 
the aims of each Association are explained in parenthesis; and 
both bodies profit. If the branch meets only once a term, the 
meeting is a single additional link in the chain which we are 
slowly forging. 

2. All our branches agree that the reading of a paper is 
insufficient: the informal element is necessary. I have spoken 
at many pioneer meetings during the last three years and in 
almost every case it has been the informal part of the pro- 
ceedings which has done most. There should be ample oppor- 
tunity at every branch meeting for those who are much involved 
in the rush of professional duties to meet others of kindred 
interests and exchange conversation. 

3. This for the informal part of the proceedings, which may 
come at the beginning or at the end. Branch or Association 
business will take up perhaps a few minutes of the remaining 
time. What is left will be allotted to the paper, lecture or 
address. 

4. I am sometimes told: If the paper is of general interest 
it will not have any place in our Research Association meetings, 
while if it is specialised it will only attract some two or three 


-members at most. The dilemma seems at first a real one, but 


in reality it is produced by two exaggerations. There are, on 
the one hand, many subjects of common interest to all re- 
searchers: I commend to any who doubt it the paper by 
Professor Boas of which a very few copies still remain to be 
sold (see page 15). Its subject will suggest to any Branch 
Secretary many others. On the other hand, it is often most 
attractive to hear a specialist on his own subject, as the British 
and American non-specialists who attended the meetings of the 
Middle English group last July will agree. Further, there are 
such studies as Comparative Philology and Literature! 

5. One of our branches is trying the experiment of asking 
members who have all but completed a piece of research to 
describe the work they have done, the methods employed and 
the results reached, in general terms. Less experienced members 
thereby gain considerable practical help and the human side 
of research comes strongly into prominence. It is my own view 
that we talk too little to others about our own studies, and 
though I may be wrong, I think the departure in question 
deserves imitation. 
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6. Another most important function of the branch meeting 
is to welcome any member from another country or locality 
who may be staying at the branch centre for purposes of 
study or for vacation. At Cambridge the Association has 
officially welcomed three distinguished foreign professors during 
the last year, two of whom have contributed most attractive 
addresses. But it is not only the more distinguished of our 
members whom we would welcome. Most Bnitish Universities, 
and no doubt others in all parts, have lectors continually with 
them for short periods of time. These are for the most part 
comparatively inexperienced in the ways of the country they 
are visiting. They come primarily to practise research, and 
should therefore be peculiarly the care of the Association. The 
local branch can do a really great work for research, as well as 
for international relations, by giving them every introduction, 
all information and any practical help possible, and by enabling 
them to derive the maximum of benefit from their stay. 


IV 


These notes are avowedly scanty and incomplete. Much more 
could be said, and will, I hope, be said by others. In a later: 
issue will be given some typical branch programmes. But at 
this point, when our first American branches, and others—no 
longer in England alone—are being formed, it seemed well that 
I should reply at some length to the questions which are put to 
me at every pioncer meeting I go to: What is the purpose of a

BRANCH REGULATIONS 

Below are reprinted the only rules which have been passed 
with respect to the formation of branches. Beyond their juns- 
diction, secretaries are entirely free. The Hon. Secretary will 
gladly give any further information. 

1. A local branch of the Association may be formed by a 
number of members not less than 20, provided that the branch 
cease to exist if at any time the number of members should fall 
below 15. 

2. Such a branch shall be empowered to elect from among 
its members an organising secretary. 

3. The duties of a Branch Secretary shall be as follows: 

(a) To organise meetings, with a view to furthering the 
aims of the Association, as set forth in its prospectus. 

(6) To do his utmost to obtain members for the Associa- 
tion in the locality of the branch. 

(c) To send to the Hon. Secretary, not later than the 
30th of June, and the 31st of December in each year, 
reports of the branch's activities. 
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4. Any branch may send to the Committee a representative, 
who must be elected before May 15 preceding the academic year 
in which he is to serve. 

5. Any branch may send to a General Meeting of the Associa- 
tion a resolution, with particulars of the majority by which it 
was passed, or to the Committee suggestions as to the conduct 
of the Association. Such resolutions shall be put forward by the 
Hon. Secretary or the branch representative on behalf of the 
branch. 


FACILITIES FOR RESEARCH 


{Under this head we publish each quarter notes from our 
Correspondents and others. Concise communications of this kind 
are welcomed at all times. Previous numbers have dealt with 
facilities at London (British Museum), Prague, Strasbourg, 
Ziirich, Basle and Dublin (Trinity College).] 


Edinburgh University. The regulations governing the ad- 
mission of Research Students are laid down in The University 
Calendar for 1920-21, pp. 136-137. Applicants must satisfy the 
Senators of their fitness to engage in the special line of Study 
or Research. proposed, and must send in a written application 
stating what degree or other distinction they hold, the probable 
period of duration of the intended work, and evidence of 
character, capacity and general qualifications. 

Every Research Student is required to matriculate each year, 
paying the ordinary fee. 

It is further laid down that the title of Research Fellow may 
be conferred by the Senators, with the approval of the University 
Court, on Research Students who have shown special distinction. 
Such title shall not of itself confer any nght to stipend, but it 
shall be in the power of the University Court to provide a 
stipend of such amount as it may think fit to any Research 
Fellow under the powers of Section 11, sub-section 8, of Ordin- 
ance 27. 

It is also laid down that the University Court may (under 
the same Ordinance) provide such sums as it may think fit in 
aid of the expenses of special Study or Research. 

By the terms of the Moray Endowment for the Promotion 
of Original Research, a sum of over {1100 per annum Is available 
for the prosecution of original research, “intended and likely to 
increase existing human knowledge, in any of its departments.” 
All graduates and other members of the University, “or other 
persons who have given satisfactory proof of general education 
and of fitness to engage in some special study or research,” are 
eligible for grants from this fund. Applications are received only 
at the December and May meetings of Senators and should be 
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lodged with the Secretary at least two weeks before these 
meetings. 

Carnegie Post-graduate Scholarships and Fellowships, and 
grants in aid of Research are open to graduates of the University, 
preferably with Honours in at least one of the groups: History, 
Economic Science, English, Modern Languages and Literature. 
Applications must be lodged with the Secretary to the Carnegie 
Trust (22, Hanover Street, Edinburgh) not later than Apnil ! 
in each year, 

The University Library contains upwards of 300,000 printed 
volumes and about 8000 mss. Among special collections of 
interest to the student of modern languages are those of 
Drummond of Hawthornden, left to the University in 1627, 
Halliwell-Phillipps (1872), modern Greek books presented by 
J. S. Blackie (1895), and the library of Dugald Stewart, trans- 
ferred to the University in 1910 from the United Service Club, 
London. 

The rich resources of the Advocates’ Library, the Library of 
the Society of Antiquaries, and the General Register House are 
also at the disposal of students properly accredited, who desire 
to follow any particular line of research. 


PUBLICATIONS RECEIVED 

Guido Gezelle, the mystic poet of Flanders, by G. L. van Roos- 
broeck (Kruse Publishing Co., Vinton, Iowa). This small volume 
is the substance of a lecture delivered at the University of 
Minnesota in April 1919. After a brief survey of Flemish 
literature which serves to place Gezelle in a proper relation to 
his contemporaries and predecessors, the poet is considered under 
the heads of: The Man, The Artist, The Mystic. A number of 
extracts are translated in prose to illustrate the lecture. 

English Literature and the Czecho-Slovaks, by Vilem Mathesius. 
This pamphlet, which is published by the Czech Society o 
Great Britain, will be of especial interest to those who heard 
Professor Mathesius on his visit to England last year. The 
author traces the fortunes of Shakespeare in Prague from 1776 
when his works first became popular there down to 1868, the 
year of the foundation of the permanent Czech Theatre, and 
1916 when fifteen Shakespearean plays were produced. In later 
times, especially since the year 1882, when Professor Masaryk 
came to the Czech University of Prague, the still-growing vogue 
of Shakespeare has been accompanied by the influence of many 
other English writers, and the systematic and critical study of 
English literature. 

Les doctrines littéraires de la Quotidienne, 1814-30, by Helen 
Maxwell King, Ph.D. This substantial volume, excellently 
printed and produced, to which it is impossible to do justice 
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a few lines, forms the first of a new series of Studies in Modern 
Languages published by the various Modern Language Depart- 
ments of Smith College, Northampton, U.S.A. The history of 
the Quotidienne under its different names is given under the 
titles: Période préparatoire 4 la lutte romantique (1814-21); 
Période d’hésitation (1821-4); Le Combat (1824); Période de 
Romantisme et d’Hugolatrie (1824-9); Période anti-hugolatre 
(1829-30). Important appendices are added, including a list, 
comprising some thirty pages, of the most important articles 
in the journal during the sixteen years of its history under 
consideration. 

Meénage et ses éléves, par Harry Ashton. A paper read before 
the Société Royale du Canada, May rgr19. 

Charles Baudelaire, door André de Ridder: G. van Roosbroeck 
(Haarlem, H. D. Tjeenk Willink, 75 cents). A monograph of 
thirty-six pages in the ““Mannen en Vrouwen van Beteekenis” 
series of which a large number of subjects have already been 
treated. The volume in question is primarily an appreciation 
and no space is wasted in mere biographical detail. A portrait 
of Baudelaire precedes the essay. We note that the series may 
be subscribed to at the rate of 40 cents per volume.
